AFFECTING THE BUILDING SYSTEMS, ALL OF WHICH SHALL COMPLY WITH
APPLICABLE LAWS, CODES, REGULATIONS, AND STANDARDS. THE SCOPE
OF WORK DESCRIBED HEREIN SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED AS
AUTHORIZING THE PLANNING AND DESIGN OF ENGINEERING AND
ARCHITECTURAL INTERIOR CONSTRUCTION AS RELATED TO THE
BUILDING SYSTEMS, INCLUDING STRUCTURAL, ELECTRICAL, PLUMBING,
HEATING, VENTILATING, AIR CONDITIONING OR MECHANICAL SYSTEMS
AND SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED AS AUTHORIZING THE PRACTICE OF
ARCHITECTURE OR ENGINEERING AS DEFINED IN TITLE 3 OR TITLE 14 OF
THIS ARTICLE. THE INTERIOR DESIGN PLANS AS DESCRIBED ABOVE ARE
NOT TO BE CONSTRUED AS THOSE ARCHITECTURAL PLANS WHICH MAY
BE REQUIRED TO BE FILED WITH ANY COUNTY OR MUNICIPALITY.

(A) (1) THE BOARD CONSISTS OF 7 MEMBERS.
(2) OF THE 7 MEMBERS OF THE BOARD:
(I) 5 SHALL BE CERTIFIED INTERIOR DESIGNERS;

(I) 1 SHALL BE AN ARCHITECT LICENSED BY THE STATE
BOARD OF ARCHITECTS WHO PROVIDES INTERIOR DESIGN SERVICES;
AND

(II1) 1 SHALL BE A CONSUMER MEMBER.

(3) THE GOVERNOR SHALL APPOINT THE MEMBERS OF THE
BOARD WITH THE ADVICE OF THE SECRETARY AND THE ADVICE AND
CONSENT OF THE SENATE.
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
